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REMARKS 

At the outset, the Examiner is thanked for the thorough review and consideration of 
the pending application, and for the courtesies extended to Applicant's representative during the 
telephone conversation on December 7, 2005. The Office Action dated December 13, 2005 has 
been received and its contents carefully reviewed. 

By this Response, claims 2, 9 and 15 have been amended in accordance with the 
December 7, 2005 telephone conversation with Examiner Loke. No new matter has been added. 
Claims 2-6, 9 and 1 1-20 are pending in the application Reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
rejection are respectfully requested in view of the above amendments and the following remarks. 

In the Office Action, claims 2-6, 9 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter of the invention. Further, claims 2, 9 and 15 are indicated as allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the § 1 12 rejection. Applicants thank the Examiner for the suggested 
claim amendments. Applicants have amended claims 2, 9 and 15 of the application. 
Accordingly, the rejection is overcome. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
